Placing Reindeer 
In Eskimo Care 


OTTAWA.—New efforts are being 
made to place reindeer under the 
management of Eskimos in the Mac- 
kenzie Delta region of the Northwest 
Territories, Resources Minister Mac- 
Kinnon said, 

Since last December two trained 
Eskimo herdsmen, with two appren- 
tice herders, had managed reindeer 
in the Eskimo lakes area under de- 
partment supervision. The govern- 
ment maintains a reindeer station at 
Aklavik, N.W.T., and hopes to in- 
terest other Eskimos in reindeer 
management, 


Reindeer were introduced into 
northern Canada in 1935 to provide 
Eskimo and Indians with a means of 
livelihood in addition to the northern 
game resources on which they de- 
pend, The animals are a valuable 
source of food and clothing. 

The original herd of 2,370 reindeer 
was established on a selected range 
on the east side of the Mackenzie 
delta and in last summer's roundup 
some 6,600 reindeer were counted.

Britain To Be 
Gay In 1951 


LONDON. — Britain is going 

ay — in 1951. The ‘Festival of 

ritain’ two years hence is get- 
ting over-all planning from city, 
town and hamlet the country 
across. It will be a year of fire- 
works, pageantry, sport and en- 
tertainment galore. 

And Britain, as she prepares to go 
gay, is not forgetting to make every 
provision for overseas visitors to 
share and enjoy the general festive 
spirit, 

Although the dominant motif in 
this planning is to make 1951 a year 
of gaiety in striking contest to the 
austerity of -recent years, past 
achievements will be recalled, min- 
gled with the inspiration of hopes 
for the future. 


Cultural, historical and traditional 
festivities and exhibitions—some of 
them bearing the mark of time and 
world-wide favor and patronage— 
will be “foundation” events. 

Stratford-on-Avon, for example, 
will have its customary festival of 
homage to Shakespeare. But it will 
fit into the general pattern of a 
country celebrating, 


Cheltenham will pursue its annual 
association with contemporary music 
and Edinburgh will again be host to 
international music and drama. 

All these festivals, already estab- 
lished in the favor of international 
visitors, will be intimately associated 
with the over-all plans for the festi- 
val. 


All the main exhibitions, and in 
particular the central exhibition on 
the south bank of the Thames op- 
posite Westminster, will be selective 
—as opposed to trade fairs in which 
individual firms can buy space, 

They will tell the story of British 
life as it was evolved out of the 
people and the land, how Britain 
goes to work, enjoys its leisure, and 
plays its part in invention, discovery 
and design, - The general policy is 
that subsequent utility shall mark all 
planning.

Floral stamps have become an in- 
creasing popular specialty, and there 
are many stamps issued in recent 
years, as well as in the past, depict- 
ing flowers of every land. One of 
the finest sets issued recently was 
that released by Austria last sum- 
mer, showing 10 different flowers in 
full color, including the crocus, vio- 
let, wild rose, edelweiss and cycla- 
men, 

This Austrian set is one of the sets 
issued in which the featuring decor- 
ation is the flower, There are num- 
erous stamps which use flowers as 
marginal or supplementary decora- 
tion, such as the current British 
stamps, showing the rose, thistle, 
shamrock and lily, Another such re- 
cent set which featured flowers en- 
tirely is the 1947 set from Colombia 
which showed six different tropical 
orchids from that country, 

Switzerland has probably issued 
more floral stamps than any other 
country, featuring flowers on recent 
child welfare stamps starting with 
the issue of 1943, which featured the 
slipper and gentian,. Every year 
since then two or three more alpine 
flowers have been shown on the an- 
nual child welfare stamps. 

Netherlands issued a floral child 
welfare set in 1932, showing four 
flowers depicting seasons, iris, corn- 
flower, sunflower and Christmas rose. 
The sunflower and the rose have also 
been shown on two values of Bul- 
garia’s 1938 national production set. 
Honduras featured an orchid on one 
value of its 1943 air mail set, Flow- 


(Lower, left to right), Bulgaria’s rose, Holland's corn- 


ers of the coffee plant were featured 
on the 1928 Haiti stamp for its cof- 
fee industry and also on a Brazilian 
stamp of 1938. Brazil also issued 
flower stamps in 1946, showing an 
orchid, and in 1939 showing the 
chalice blossoms, Egypt has featured 
flowers on a branch of hydnocarpus 
on a 1938 stamp issued for the lep- 
rosy congress of that year, 

On stamps of the British Empire 
flowers have been used more for sup- 
plementary decorative purposes, Ba- 
hamas features tropical underwater 
flowers on a 1938 stamp showing the 
Sea gardens at Nassau. Canada has 
not issued any single stamps show- 
ing the maple leaf, but the maple 
leaf has been featured as decorative 
item since 1897, Earliest stamps of 
Newfoundland, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia featured heraldic flow- 
ers of Great Britain, and the popular 
six cents Princes Elizabeth stamp of 
Newfoundland, issued in 1931, shows 
the rose and thistle as decoration 
alongside the portrait of the then 
baby princess, 


There are many more flower 
stamps, enough to keep a collector 
busy for some time to make a com- 
plete collection to date.

CHICAGO, — Two surgeons an 
nounced revival of a 16-year-old 
youth 40 minutes after his heart ac- 
tion stopped completely 

An American Medical Association 
source said he beliqyed this was the! 
longest known heart stoppage on re 
cord by successful resuscitation, 

Reporting in the AMA journal, Dr 
Arthur S. Touroff and Dr, Milton H | 
Adelman, said the youth's heart fail- 
ed during a lung operation in Mt.| 
Sinai Hospital, New York, Jan. 16,| 
1948, 

Dr. Touroff immediately began to 
massage the heart with his hands 
Adrenalin and blood were given to 
the patient, Artificial respiration 
was maintained with 100 per cent, 
oxygen administered through the 
anaesthetic apparatus, 

During the long period of heart 
failure, the doctors said, the patient 
breathed in gasps at irregular inter- 
vals, but when heart massage was 
stopped for an instant there were 
only a few feeble, ineffectual contrac- 
tions noticed. A strong heart beat} 
was resumed unexpectedly, just as 
the doctors prepared to operate on 
the organ,

Once again we are in the season 
when the danger of drowning is ever 
present, so we again bring your at- 
tention to the life saving device that 
is recommended by the Canadian Red 
Cross Society, Sask. division, Regina.

Paths Add Interest 

Even where paths are not abso- 
lutely necessary they will add inter- 
est to any garden. But they should 
not be too obvious, and if one wants 
a curve or two in them then there 
should be some excuse for that curve, 
such as a tree or group of shrub- 
bery. What the path will be made 
of will depend upon how much traf- 
fic and what materials are available.

Transplanting 


There will be little difficulty in 
transplanting if one realizes that the 
important thing is to keep roots from 
being exposed to the air. Because 
if not kill, the plant 
professional nurserymen are careful 
to wrap all roots in moss, fibre or 
keep some of the original soil around 
them, and they also keep them moist. 

In every garden there is a lot of 
transplanting work to do. Tomatoes, 
cabbage, petunias, marigolds and 
other annual flower and vegetable 
plants will have to be taken from 
window boxes, hot beds or from the 
flats in which they were purchased 
from greenhouses and set out in the 
garden, There will be nursery stock, 
like fruit and ornamental trees, rose 
bushes, shrubs, etc., to be moved or 
bought and planted, Often, too, in 
thinning certain flowers or vegetables 
planted from seed in the open it is 
possible to salvage the plants taken 
out, 


If there is any secret about this 


business of transplanting it is to pro- | 


tect the roots from air and sun, 
them moist before, 
the transplanting and make sure 
seed soil is pressed down firmly, 
Moistening before removal will allow 


keep

a bit of earth to come with the roots | 


and will prevent damage to the tiny, 
hair-like feeding roots, which are es- 
sential if the plant is to survive, 
Plenty of water during the trans- 
planting (and this applies to shrub- 
bery and trees just as it does to tiny, 
little plants) will help compress the 
soil about the roots, forcing out the 
air and offset evaporation and wilt- 
ing. If the weather is dry it is a 
good thing to keep the soil moist 
about the newly set plants, shrub- 
bery or trees for a few days. A little 
chemical fertilizer spread close to, 
but not actually touching, the roots 
will also help stimulate growth and 
help recovery ‘from the shock of 
transplanting, With small things like 
tomatoes, head lettuce, cabbage and 
annual flowers it is a good idea, 
where feasible, to protect from the 
hot sun for a day or two,

A.M.A. Calls for Dim 


Lights at 400 Yards 


Alberta motorists will be required 
to dim their lights when at least 
four hundred yards from an_ on- 
coming car, under the provision of 
a bill to amend the Motor Vehicles 
and Highway Traffic.act Which has 
been introduced in the legislature. 

Complaints over glare headlights 
during the past year has made the 
change hecéSsary. Formerly, head- 
lights had to be dimmed at least 
200 yards from an approaching car. 

Increased power in headlights 
also is another reason for the new 
legislation. 

The Alberta Motor Association in 
promoting safety on the highways 
has stressed the need of dimming 
car lights as the circumstances 
demand and thus increase driving 
safety. 

The bill now before the legisla- 
ture also provides that persons who 
drive rubber-tired tractors on the 
highways must have a_ drivers 
license. 

Of interest to rural residents is 
the provision that farmers or thelr 
employes, along with operators of | 
commercial vehicles, are not re- 
quired to purchase chauffeur’s lic- | 
enses. One stipulation is that; 
farmers or their employes must be 
operating farm vehicles used prin- 
cipally for transporting property 
of the farmer, 


BABY PIG MORTALITY 


In 1948 the total number of pigs 
born on Caiiadian farms was 4,132,- 
500, and the number saved was 
3,532,200. This indicates a loss of 
600,300 little pigs. In the previous 
year thé loss was 691,900. 

In Alberta the loss of little pigs 
totalled 109,500, or 15 per cent. 
Only in Manitoba was baby pig 
mortality greater than Alberta. 
The mortality in Prince Edward Is- 
land was 3 per cent.

IRRIGATION EXPENDITURES 


The federal government has ear- 
marked $7%% million for the devel- 
opment of irrigation and water con- 
servation projects on the prairie 
provinces for the fiscal year beg- 
gining April 1st.

season.
